After her marriage she lived at the 
Walker Ranch on Provo River about four 
years, then moved to Elkhorn, now known 
as Keetley, where she lived the next 10 
years. She then returned to Heber City. 
where she lived until her death. 

She was a true Latter-day Saint. working 
when her health would permit in all the 
organizations of the Church. For some time, 
when she lived at Keetlev, she was at the 
head of the Sunday School, which was held 
in the schoolhouse, a short distance from 
our home. 

She was also an accomplished seamstress. 
and did beautiful work in crocheting, knit- 
ting and painting. = 72 
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he went to work at the Will Moulton ranch, 
now known as Lee's Ranch. From that

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HEBER Moon, а substantial exponent of ranch industry near 
the village of Hanna, Duchesne County, was born at Woodland, 
Summit County, Utah, January 8, 1883, a son of Henry and Mary 
Ann (Thayne) Moon, the former of whom was born in England 
and the latter in Canada, they having gained a good measure of 
pioneer honors in Utah, where they established residence in 1859. 
Henry Moon became the owner of 160 acres of land in the old 
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Sugarhouse Ward, now a part of Salt Lake City, and he was 
bishop of the First Ward of that city for several years, besides 
being otherwise influential in the affairs of the Church of Latter 
Day Saints. He likewise became the first bishop of the Wood- 
land Ward. Bishop Moon had two families, one established at 
Woodland and the other at Farmingtton, and he and both of his 
wives are now deceased. 

Heber Moon received his early education at Woodland and was 
thereafter a student in the Brigham Young University at Provo. 
In the service of the church he has served in two missions, one in 
the western and the other in the central states, which latter mis- 
sion he filled only a few years ago. His sons Robert Henry and 
Orven James have likewise given faithful and effective mission 
service. After Mr. Moon returned from his first mission, in 1909, 
he located on his present homestead place, his first domicile here 
having been a crude cabin and this in time having given place to 
his present substantial and modern brick house. Mr. Moon here 
became the first bishop of the Red Cliff Ward, an office in which 
he rendered faithful service from 1924 to 1930. He is associated 
with his brother, Nephi Moon, in ranch operations. They have 
1,000 aeres of land and maintain an average of 300 head of cattle 
and 3,000 sheep. Mr. Moon has been loyal and progressive as a 
citizen and has served his community in the office of justice of 
the peace. 2
